Treasury and Commerce depart 
ment executives studied the British 
ad valorem tariff of 50 per cent, 
which takes effect Wednesday, to 
detetrmine whether -the counter- 
vailing clauses of the American tar- 
iff could be invoked.‘

graphs, this Government is permit- 
ted to raise rates on: a small num- 
ber of articles to a figure equal to 
that of foreign countries on similar

The study has shown these re- 
taliatory provisions affect only au-| 
tomobiles, trucks and. bicycles, ¢€x- 
cept tires; coal, coke, paper board, 
wallboard and pulpboard, including 
cardboard and leatherboard, and 
gunpowder. None of these items 
has been noticed in the British 
schedules thus far published, so it 
might be found that the counter- 
vailing clauses cannot be invoked. 

The Commerce Department noti- 
fied Commissioner Eble of the Cus- 
toms Bureau, that cable advices on 
the British tariffs had disclosed no 
articles upon which could be based 
an American duty of equal amount. 

Another section of the American 
tariff law provides that if a for- 
eign government places a bounty 
on exports, this country could im- 
pose rates on the articles receiving 
that benefit to the level of the 
bounty, if it exceeded the Amer- 
ican tariff on similar products. 

Officials said this clause also 
could not be invoked because the 
British Government is not known 
to have any bounties in effect. 

While indications now are that 
no countervailing rates will be ap- 
plied. the fact that the new British 
tariff is regarded as a stepping 
stone for a general tariff will ne- 
cessitate a careful study of devel- 
opments by American customs and 
commerce officials.

The demands for refunds were 
made in registered letters mailed 
last night, Brunk said. - The Treas- 
urer said he was proceeding under 
his statutory duty of recovering 
any funds believed to be due to the 
State. If adjustments of the claims 
are not made, Brunk said he would 
cause civil suits to be instituted. 
Names of Those Called On. 
The persons to whom the _ de- 
mands were transmitted in addition 
to Bordman, Brunk said, and the 
amounts for which he asked a re- 
fund, are:

No Action on Charges. 


Brunk has been carrying on his 
investigation alinost single-handed 
for several months. Gov. Caulfield 
last September directed Attorney- 
General Shartel to assist in the in- 
vestigation, and Shartel instructed 
an assistant to confer with Brunk 
on the matters disclosed by his in- 
quiry. So far the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s department has taken no for- 
mal action on any of the cases pre- 
sented by Brunk. 

In the eight letters sent out last 
night Brunk briefly set forth the 
transactions he questioned, and the 
amount of refund he was demand- 
ing, “unless you can show you did 
not receive this money.” 

Brunk declared he intended to 
obtain refund settlements, or bring 
civil suits for recovery, in every 
case where he found conclusive 
evidence, in his opinion, that 
money haa peen improperly col- 
lected from the State. 

“It is my opinion that individ- 
uals who were successful in get- 
ting their names on clerical pay- 
roll and _ failed to perform any 
services for the State, should re 
fund the money they received, as 
well as these who cashed or re- 
ceived the proceeds of warrants is- 
sued to names on the payroll,” 
Brunk said. “These people should 
not be permitted to retain  tax- 
payers’ morey for which they ren- 
dered no service.” 

Seeks Record of Clerks. 
Recently Brunk wrote letters to 
each of the 150 Representatives, 
asking for detailed information as 
to names of persons they had 
caused to be. appointed as House 
clerks, their home addresses and 
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source being cod liver oil, It is 
present in milk, butter and cheese.

PENNY CLUBS IN

‘JOBS FOR NEEDY 


In Atlanta Citi ” Contribu- 
tions Give Employment 
to 200 Men.

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 21.—In 


many cities of the South, penny 
clubs have been organized to help 
the jobless. In Atlanta, where the 
plan originated, the penny contri- 
butions of citizens are giving regu- 
lar employment to 200 men. 

Mrs. Thomas K. Glenn, wife of 
a banker, conceived the idea of 


asking the employed to give a 
penny a day for each meal they 
eat, to create jobs for the needy. It 
caught on. 

“The Penny Club is giving $750 
each week to provide work for 
men in the improvement and beau- 
tification of parks, school grounds, 
hospital grounds and other civic 
projects,” Mrs. Glenn said. “In a 
few days we expect to raise this 
amount to $1000 weekly. The men 
are paid on a sliding scale for work 
that the city would be unable to 
finance, according to the number 
of their dependents.” . 
More than 60 cities in the United 
States and Canada have written 
within the last few days for infor- 
mation about the plan. 

Boxes are maintained in theaters 
and business houses where citizens 
drop their pennies each day. Others 
sign pledges to pay monthly. Large 
contributions are received through 
the Community Chest. 

Along the same line, a social or- 
ganization has provided small boxes 
to be carried by girls at dances. 
Those who ask them to dance are 
required to contribute a penny.

“Only after repeated attacks by 
the Chinese and White Russjans 
on Soviet territory did Soviet troops 
cross the Manchurian border [0 re- 
pulse these and to prevent further 
attacks. 

“No question arose of the pos- 
sibility. of occupation, however 
temporary, of Chinese territory, or 
the overthrow of existing authori- 
ties, nor was there. the remotest 
possibility of the violation of the 
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lawful rights and interests of 
Japan.

Brunk said his investizaiion of 
bank records in Kansas City 
showed Asotsky presented a $2583 
House warrant issued to the Bord- 
man Furniture Co., in payment of 
a supply bill, to the Columbia Na- 
tional Bank in Kansas City, and 
received in exchange a_ cashier’s 
check for $1435; payable to the 
Bordinan Furniture Co. and $1159 
in cash. Brunk said he had heen 
unable to trace the disposition of 
the cash. Bordman has declared 
he casned the warrant. 

The demand for $4455 upon 
Bourk involves clerical pay war- 
rants issued to various names 
which Brunk said records showed 
Bourk had cashed at a Kansas City 
bank. Y art of the proceeds was de- 
posited in a savings account in the 
name of Bourk’s wife. 


The claim of $794 presented to 
Kennedy arises from the investi- 
gation of the warrants cashed by 
Bourk.

After Brunk announced the re- 
sult of his investigation, Kennedy 
denied any connection with cashing 
of clerical warrants in Kansas City, 
but said he had made private loans 
to Bourk during the session. Bourk 
denied knowledge of the warrant 
transactions and denied he had 
obtained any certified checks pay- 
able to Kennedy. 

Brunk’s demand on Riley for 
$4853 was based, Brunk said, on 
records showing that Riley had re- 
ceived and cashed, or had others 
cash, clerical warrants in that 
amount issued in various names. 
Riley has declared the warrants 
were cashed through his:office for 
the clerks. 

Basis of Other Claime. 

A claim of $1358 against Dr.

Warrant for 25 Issue# Follow- 
ing Seizure of Still by 
Federal Officers. 


A warrant charging 25 persons 
with conspiracy to violate the Fed- 
eral prohibition law by manufac- 
ture, transportation and sale of al- 
cohol, was obtained yesterday by 
James Dillon, Assistant Deputy 
Prohibition Administrator. 

The warrant, a result of severat’ 
months’ investigation by two groups 
of Federal officers, names a pro- 
fessional bondsman and Republic- 
an politician, a storekeeper, one 
woman and several farmers. 

It was issued following a raid 
Thursday on a still in a former au- 
tomobile salesroom in which eight 
persons were arrested. Deputy 
Prohibition Administrator Davis 
said today motion pictures were 
taken by investigating agents and 
will be used, if they are admissable 
as evidence, to support the Govern- 
ment’s contention of conspiracy. 

The date of the preliminary hear- 
ing has not been set but at the 
Federal Building it was said to be 
likely that the case would be pre- 
sented to the current Federa] grand 
jury, probably next week. 

All but two of the persuns named 
in the warrant were already under 
charges in previous liquor cases.

URGES THE PUBLIC 
TO DEMAND MILK 
FIGHT ARBITRATION 


Social Justice Commission 
Outlines Willingness of 
Producers and Refusal of 


Pevely Company. 


EL A CIES 


A public demand for arbitration 
of the milk strike was advocated 
by the Social Justice Commission 
yesterday in a statement outlining 
the willingness of the striking San- 
itary Milk Producers to arbitrate 
and the repeated refusal of Pevely 
Dairy Co. to arbitrate now or com- 
mit itself as to the possibility of 
arbitration in the future. 

The commission reported on sev- 
eral- weeks of conferences with of- 
ficers of the dairy and producers, tn 
the first of which it became appar- 
ent that the strike situation, entail- 
ing violence and losses to the dairy 
and the farmers, should be ended 
and could be arbitrated. The pro- 
ducers were willing, it stated, but 
President Dan C. Kerckhoff of the 
dairy asked time to consider. 

In later meetings, it reported 
Kerckhoff would not agree to ar- 
bitration, while E. W. Tiedeman, 
Producers’ president, reiterated 
their eagerness to submit the issues 
to an impartial tribunal. Ulti 
mately, the commission related 
Kerckhoff said he could not arbi- 
trate until Attorney-General Shar- 
tel passed on the legality of the co- 
operative, and, asked if he wolud 
in case the association were found 
legal, refused to commit himself. 

Legality Upheld in Illinois. 

The legality of the organization, 
formed under the Federal co-opera- 
tive marketing law, has been es- 
tablished under Illinois laws in Cir- 
cuit Court at Carlyle. Its legality 
under Missouri antitrust laws is 
under investigation, with that of 
retail dairies and other corpora- 
tions in the St. Louis milk business, 
in hearings called by the Attorney- 
General to begin Nov. 30 at Jef- 
ferson City. 

In. view of its failure’ single- 
handed, and of the gravity of 
strike consequences in the St. Louis 
territory, the commission asked 
that the public join with it in urg- 
ing on Kerckhoff the advisability 
of arbitration. The report had 20 
signatures, those of all the mem- 
bers who took part in the confer- 
ences, said its chairman, Rabbi Is- 
serman of ‘Temple Israel. The 
commission , has 25 members, in- 
cluding leading Jewish, Catholic 
and Protestant ministers and the 
Ethical Society leader, and most 
of the economic and sociological 
faculties of St. Louis and Wash- 
ington universities. 

First Conference Conclusions. 

It was evident to all the mem- 
bers at the first conference, stated 
the commission: 


1. That the present situation 
with the concommitant violence 
and the economic losses suffered 
by dairymen and the Pevely Co., 
with the life-savings of dairymen 
in danger, and their livelihood 
seriously impaired, is one which 
should be remedied as soon as 
possible. 

2. That there is no point at 
issue in this controversy which 
could not and should not be set- 
tled by some impartial board of 
arbitration. 


After continued discussions 
failed to bring Kerckhoff around to 
arbitration, the statement contin- 
ued, Rabbi Isserman, Bishop Scar- 
lett of the Missouri Diocese of the 
Episcopal Church, the Rev. Dean 
Husslein of sociology in St. Louis 
University, and the Rev. Ivan Lee 
Holt of S8t. John’s Methodist 
Church, were appointed a commit- 
tee of four and “again urged that 
the fair and equitable way of set- 
tling this controversy would be for 
both parties to submit the disputed 
matters to arbitration. 

Appeal to the Public. 

“Mr. Kerckhoff stated that until 
the Attorney-General made his rul- 
ing as to the legality of the Sani- 
tary Milk Producers’ Association he 
must refuse to have any dealings 
with them. Then the commission 
again asked Mr. Kerckhoff to agree 
to submit the matters under con- 
troversy to arbitration, if the At- 
torney-General declares the associ- 
ation legal. Again Mr. Kerckhoff 
refused to commit himself. 


“In view of the seriousness of 
this situation, which affects hun- 
dreds of families in adjoining com- 
munities, which has resulted in 
bloodshed and destruction of prop- 
erty, and in view of the fact that 
in all such disputes we believe that 
justice and not violence should 
prevail, we appeal to the public of 
St. Louis to join with us in urging 
Mr. Kerckhoff to agree to submit 
this dispute to arbitration as the 
Sanitary Milk Prodycers have 
agreed.”

10 VIEW LAST TWO 
HELD IN KIDNAPING 


Will Try to Identify Pair 
Positively as Men Who 
Held Them Up on Lin- 
dell BI. 


The grand jury will resume 
Monday its investigation of the 
kidnaping of Alexander Berg, 


wealthy fur dealer who was ab- 
ducted on Nov. 6 and relezsed more 
than four days later on promise of 
$50,000 ransom, which never was 
paid because the police immediate- 
ly arrested the kidnapers’ agent. 

At its sessions yesterday after- 
noon and last night the grand jury 
heard the testimony of six police- 
men who worked on the case. It 
adjourned at 10:30 o’clock. 

Meanwhile, the police continued 
last night and early today their 
questioning of Charles Heuer and 
Edward Barcume, last of the six 
alleged kidnapers sought by the 
police, who were arrested in Lin- 
coln County Thursday afternoon 
after they had robbed .a bank 
there. Warrants chaging kidnap- 
Ang for ransom were issued against 
‘the pair today. 

Indications of Statements. 

Shortly before noon both pris- 
oners were taken to City Hospital 
for examination. The fact that 
this is usually the procedure when 
prisoners make confessions, a prac- 
tice designed to forestall later re- 
pudiation on the ground that the 
police abused them, gave rise to 
a report that both had made state- 
ments, 

This was heightened* by the fact 
that on their return to the hold- 
over, Curtis Medlock and Charles 
Tucker, both held in City Jail on 
kidnaping warrants in the case, 
were taken to police headquarters 
possibly to be confronted by them. 
Police officials, however, declined 


to say whether Barcume and 
Heuer had made confessions. 
Former convicts, they are 


charged with being the men who 
actually held up Berg on Lindell 
boulevard near Euclid avenue, and 
forced his chauffeur to drive them 
into the county, where Berg was 
transferred to another car and the 
chauffeur was allowed to go on his 
way. 

Berg and the chauffeur, Albert 
Pike, a Negro, visited Police Head- 
quarters this afternoon to deter- 
mine whether they could identify 
Barcume and Heuer. The result 
of the visit wes not made public. 
Positive identifications are 
thought, howevere, to be unlikely 
because both have declared they 
obeyed the kidnapers’ instructions 
not to look at them. 

Both Heuer and Barcume are 
former clients of Paul A. Richards 
30-year-old attorney and self-de- 
clared agent of the kidnapers, now} 
at liberty on $40,000 bond on a war 
rant charging kidnaping for ran- 
som, a capital offense. During the 
ransom negotiations Richards said 
the kidnapers were clients of his; 
that he had defended one of them 
in Indiana and had “got him out of 
trouble in the county.” 

This latter description fits 
Heuer, who served a term in the 
Indiana penitentiary, then was sen- 
tenced to nine months in St. Louis 
County for jail-breaking. Richards, 
his attorney of record in the latter 
case, obtained a parole for him, 
which has not yet expired. 

Besides the defendants. already 
mentioned in the kidnaping, George 
Peak, 40-year-old paroled murder- 
er, is also held in the case under a 
charge of kidnaping for ransom. 
Like Richards, he is at liberty on 
$40,000 bond.

WASHINGTON RELICS STOLEN 


ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 
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Plane Built to Travel 
Around Earth With Sun 


Machine, Tested in Germany, Is Designed to 
Go 1000 Miles an Hour Through 
, stratosphere. 


By the Associated Press, 
CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 21.—An 


airplane to fly through‘the strato- 
Sphere and go around the earth 
with the apparent speed of the 
sun, has been constructed by Hugo 
Junkers, aircraft builder of Des- 
sau, Germany, it was disclosed here 
today. @ 

The plane, designed to fly 1000 
miles an hour—a speed sufficient 


to permit its takeoff in Paris and 
arrival in New York at the same 
hour by the clock in each place, 
was described by G. S. von Heyde- 
kampf, research engineer with 
the Baldwin-Southwark Corpora- 
tion of Philadelphia. 

Vonheydekampf, who is here to 
attend a national clinic on metals 
and alloys at the Case School of 
Applied Scienee, recently viewed 
the new plane at the Junkers plant. 

Long Fuselage. 

He said the craft has the ap- 
pearance of the usual low wing 
cabin monoplane, only that it has 
an exceptionally long fuselage— 
which measures about 60 feet— 
and a wing spread of about 40 
feet. It is an all-metal plane, built 
of duralumin. 

To permit the engine to run in 
the rarefied atmosphere at  alti- 
tudes of more than seven miles, 
air is fed to it by a compressor of 
new design. 

The compressor also supplies air 
to the occupants of the cabin, 
which will be sealed. Special com- 
pression tanks of air will be car- 
ried in event the motor dies, so

T PERSONS HURT IN STORMS 
IN ARKANSAS AND LOUISIANA 


Heavy Rains Accompanying High 
Winds; Several Thousand Dol- 
lars Property Damage,

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 21.— 
Seven persons were injured slightly 
and several thousand dollars prop- 
erty damage done by storms in 
Southern Arkansas and Northern 
Louisiana yesterday. Rain accom- 
panying the wind in some places 
assumed the proportions of a 
cloudburst, as much as four inches 
falling within a few hours. 

Apparently following the path of 
a 1927 storm that wrecked the 
town of Strong, in Union County, 
the wind destroyed several small 
buildings and injured a family of 
three, Mr. and Mrs. Everett Turbe- 
ville, and their small daughter, 
caught in the debris of their farm 
home. The storm also swept over 
the vicinity of Pine Bluff, wreck- 
ing or damaging several houses and 
a store at Reydel, across the Ar- 
kansas River. 

A 9-year-old girl, who had sur- 
vived an Illinois storm in which 
her mother was killed, escaped un- 
injured when her grandmother’s 
two-story house was lifted from its 
foundation and moved 25 feet. Six 
other occupants beside the girl, 
Opal Williams, escaped injury. 

In the vicinity of Monroe, La., 
the winds dipped down into a ru- 
1al community and left a half doz- 
en wrecked buildings. Mr. and Mrs. 
John Stephens were slightly hurt 
when their combined residence and 
tilling station was destroyed.

Fashions in morals, like fashions in 
clothes, are subject to erratic departures 
from the calmly rational and the de- 
monstrabiy wise, but they never escape 
completely from the gravity of the eter- 
nal norm, 

As an alibi for responsibility, the horn 
of a motor vehicle deserves an award of 
the first distinction.

GRANDI’S GOOD WILL VISIT. 

The diplomatic statement following the visit of 
Foreign Minister Grandi of Italy to Washington is 
even more diplomatic than the communique issued 
after the visit of Premier Laval. ‘It is a dull docu- 
ment partly because of official evasiveness, but also 
because there were no issues of moment directly 
between the two nations. Their official views on most 
international matters are similar, and consultations 
at this time could only reaffirm the positions.

Freud, Explorer of the Unconscious 


Researches into the vast, unknown rcalm of the unconscious mind by Dr. Freud have 
attected medicine, criminology, education, art and literature; he has invoked 
truth-telling, and has shorn man’s soul of its strangling repressions; at 75, he 
must still be on defensive, but the arguments of his critics melt before rationalism. 


OME time ago a street in Vienna was 
§ renamed Sigmund Freud in honor of 
the master’s seventy-fifth birthday anhi- 
versary. I take this as a symbolic tribute,

Yet, almost 
simultaneously, came a warning from the Commerce 
Department, cautioning American firms against deal- 
ing with Russia unless they get advance payments cov- 
ering the cost of raw materials. Apparently, the Unit- 
ed States does not want this business, but Eurepean 
firms do—and they are getting it. German sales to 
Russia have doubled this year; England and Italy 
also have made great gains. Our virtual blockade 
against Russian goods is_ another factor in losing the 
great Soviet market. The whole thing is a fine dem- 
onstration of how to retard prosperity.

It must be the gratitude that 


for it was Sigmund Freud who opengd a 
new avenue of thought in human life. 
Freud is a pathfinder. He discovered the 
soul of man, or the unconscious, as he pre- 
fers to call it. 

The great American psychologist. Stanley 
Hall, compared the human mind to an ice- 
berg floating with one-eighth visible above 
the water and seven-eighths below—the 
one-eighth above representing the con- 
scious, and the seven-eighths below the 
unconscious. Freud was not satisfied to 
stand at the shore and watch this iceberg 
float, making superficial ripples on the sea 
surface of human activity. He wanted to 
delve into the turbulent ocean depth and 
observe the urge and surgé of the unknown. 
This is the great achievement of Freud, 
that he goes to the very bottom of things. 

. 7 7 

What about the disappointments, the 
frustrations, the unfulfilled instinctual de- 
sires and cravings of our yesterday? They 
are forgotten, we say. Seemingly so. But 
in reality these repressions are lurking 
alive within our unconscious. Frequently 
they emerge from their hiding place, ex- 
pressing themselves through silent ges- 
tures, through slips of the tongue, through 
humor, which is.a means of revolt, through 
the state of intoxication, which is a moral 
holiday, and especially through dreams, 
which are essentially wish fulfillments. 

No one of us is free from such repres- 
sions. Normally there is no danger in the 
sane censorship of the inexpressive. The 
trouble enters when these repressions begin 
to wage a continuous guerrilla warfare, be- 
come disturbing complexes, causing a neu- 
rotic condition that may undermine our 
psychic sanity. It is then that these stifled 
experiences must be brought ferward, from 
the secrecy of the unconscious to the very 
center of the conscious, where they may be 
studied and analyzed, which, of course, 
meéeans a basic readjustment in one's life. 
a form of re-education. 

This in turn involves & courageous mood 


‘of truth-telling. Freud produces that mood 


and that attitude. He is one of the great 
truth seekers in human history, much more 
successful than the well known Diogenes, 
who, with a lighted lantern walked the 
streets of Greece at midday looking for an 
honest man. Freud was more successful 
in this respect because he did not look fér 
truth in the market place but in the soul 
of man, and his guiding star was not a 
flickering flame but the light of human 
reason. ‘ 

Before the advent of Freud, people were 
in the habit of lying to others as well as 
to their own selves. Now, we still lie to 
others, but we are beginning to tell the 
truth to ourselves—and to hign, the master 
mind, before whose searching awareness 
there is no hiding or concealing. One of 
Freud’s devout disciples designated his mas- 
ter as a “medical minister,” which I think 
is a very happy term. For people come 
to him as to a father confessor and pour 
out their hearts, feeling with the Biblical 
writer that “life and death are in the 
power of the tongue.”

We no longer 
hesitate to discuss this delicate subject with 
our children. We no longer hush the child 
when he asks whence he came. How did 
this change of attitude come about? It 
was Freud who taught us that there is noth- 
ing shameful about sex: that it is a clean. 
creative force; that, if we are te be 
ashamed of this impulse, we must also be 
ashamed of life and the very springs of life. 

What about literature? Whether con- 
scious of the Freudian influence or not. 
every distinguished talent of our day re- 
veals some tinge of the psychoanalytic ap- 
proach to life. The best example is our 
own Eugene O'Neill, who in the last few 
years has been introducing psychic clinics 
On the stage. It would not be exaggerating 
to say that Freud instigated a psychic 
revolution in 6ur modern life. 


Freud has been and still is severely 
criticised, especially by those who misun- 
derstand him. Some criticise nis pan-sexual. 
ism. These people seem to feel Freud has 
overemphasized the entire sex question. It is 
true the sex motif is the foundation and sum- 
mit of the psychoanalytic structure: that 
Freud himself must stand or fall on the basis 
of this theory, that the sexual impulse is the 
motivating force in human life, the creative 
reservoir that supplies all the psychic 
energies in human activity. But I wonder 
if we realize the comprehensiveness ef this 
term as empléyed by Freud and his dis- 
cipleg. They are using it in the broadest 
sense, including such phases as romance, 
marriage, the love of parents, the love of 
children and other such vital aspects of 
human relationship. It really reaches out 
to the ehtire universe, tracing every quiver- 
ing pulsation in nature to this creativé force. 

While other geniuses may have reached 
higher heights than Freud in fame or 
glory, no one has gone deeper in profundity 
of critical research. I feel that if some 
day the titles of distinguished kings and 
warriors will be given to scientists, this 
man will bé designated as Freud the Great 
For, while some people conquered lands 
and others discovered new continents, Sig- 
mund Freud captured and éxplored the 
soul of man. And this bestewed immeortal- 
ity upon his own soul.

He Tries Out New Theories in 
Writing ‘Jack and the 
Beanstalk.”’

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—John 
Erskine’s new opera, “Jack and 
the Beanstalk,” is not expected to 
stir any great storm of protest but 
it makes considerable comedy out 
of the old lived-happy-ever-after- 
ward fairy tale and tries out some 
new theories. 

It has yet to make a professional 
debut. Students of the Juilliard 
School of Music, of which Prof. 
Erskine is president, presented it 
Thursday afternoon in dress re- 
hearsal and again yesterday after- 
noon and évening. It will be re- 
peated tonight. Louis Gruenberg 
wrote the music. 

The work is called “a fairy opera 
for the childlike,” which might in- 
clude anybody, and is one of the 
few ever written in English. 

On the program for “Jack and 
the Beanstalk,’’ Erskine has ex- 
plained the new theories on which 
the opera is written. 

“The first theory,” he says, “is 
that a libretto should be entertain- 
ing and that it should be a comedy.

Too much _ standardization, a 
conviction that commercial and 
economic processes can be made 
static, and too many departments 
between product and customer 
constitute major causes of the 
present business depression, C. F. 
Kettering, vice president of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, said yes- 
terday at a luncheon meeting at 


Hotel Jefferson during the sales 
executives’ conference sponsored 
by the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce. Other speakers dlis- 
cussed sales problems under new 
economic conditions. 

“The way out of the depression 
is to put new things on the mar- 
ket, talk new ideas,” Kettering 
said, “and by new I don’t mean 


better. A few years ago there was 


were Over-supplied then. But now 
is the psychological tim« for such 
a campaign because people need 
things now. 

Methods Clogged Up. 

“Theoretically, this country 
should be more prosperous today 
than ever before. Nature never 
has been more generous than dur- 
ing the past year. Yet things 
can’t move. That’s because of 
bookkeepers. We've got our books 
and methods clogged up. 

“Every successful business is 
built up primarily on making and 
selling a product the public wants 
at a reasonable profit. But there 
has been a tendency to create too 
many departments and forget the 
product. The product and _ the 
customer are the two important 
factors. The more stuff you put 


they will remain.” 

Kettering said the principal eco- 
nomic ‘difficulty has been caused 
principally by “the desire to rou- 
tine life to standardization.” 
‘‘There has been a world march 
to the gate of eternal standardiza- 
tion,” he said, “but it leads to cut- 
throat price competition and low 
profits. It is marvelous only 80 
long as it is economically sound. 
It is a mistaken idea to attempt 
to blanket the nation with a stand- 
ardized product and expect every- 
one to accept it. People are dif- 
ferent. It is not going to work.” 
1000 Attend Conference. 


Speakers at the sessions, which 
considered practical sales prob 
lems, were Dr. Leverett S. Lyon, 
director of educational activities, 
The Brookings Institute, Washing- 
ton: Allyn B. McIntire, vice pres- 
ident, Pepperell Manufacturing 
Co., Boston, Mass.; W. L. Roy, gen- 
eral sales manager, Amity Leather 
Products Co., West. Bend, Wis., 
and Ernest West Stiner, a field 
counselor for Bigelow, Kent, Wil- 
lard & Co., Ine., Boston, Mass. 
About 1000 business men attended 
the conference, directed by the 
sales managers bureau of the 
chamber.

UNIONS FORECAST 


It May Result Later, It Is 
Said in Rail Circles, in 
Voluntary Wage Reduc- 
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LEADERS HOLD 
SEPARATE SESSIONS 


Conference in New York 
Reported to Have Result- 
ed in Both Sides Making 


Concessions.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Railroad 


presidents and representatives of 
a 


°1 unions are expected to conclude 
their jeint conference today with 
an understanding which, it was 
said in railroad circles, may result 
later in a voluntary reduction of 
wages on most of the lines of the 
country. 

Separate meetings of the rail 
executives and Brotherhood lead- 
ers were held during the morning 
with the concluding joint session 
scheduled for late this afternoon or 
evening. 

Much secrecy surrounding’ the 
conversations of the carrier  of- 
ficials and labor men, but, from 
those close to the conferees, it is 
understood the meetings have been 
entirely amicable; that the em- 
ploves have recognizea the present 
plight of the roads and have agreed 
to recommend to the various un- 
ions some form of temporary wage 
reduction if—and this if is the 
present stumbling block—the rail- 
way executives will inaugurate cer- 
tain reforms in working conditions 
and utilize the money saved by the 
voluntary pay cuts in alleviating 
the present unemployment condi- 
Lions. 

Whatever understanding, if any, 
IS arrived at, it is pointed out that 
it will be a purely informal one. 
The labor men must report the re- 
sults reached to their unions and 
the rail officials must lay their 
conclusions before the presidents’ 
conference. Then, after all this is 
done, action can only be taken by 
the individual roads and their em- 


ployes. 

The conversations between the 
executives and the union leaders 
are said to have reached what is 


known as a “trading” stage, with 
both sides giving and taking to 
pcrfect some sort of an agreement 
that will be satisfactory to the va- 
rious rail managements as well as 
to the workers. 

In the meantime, it was an- 
nounced that L. I. Loree, presi- 
dent of the Delaware & Hudson, 
had been named as a member of 
new Canadian commission 
which will go into the railway wage 
problems of that country. Loree is 
the only transportation executive 
from the United States on the com- 
mission, which is headed by Lyman 
l’. Duff, Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

The Canadian case is attracting 
wide attention in railway quarters 
in the United States.

Pazia pleaded self-defense. He 
testified that on the night of the 
shooting he wentto his stepfather’s 
home to investigate a report that 
Brennan was mistreating Fazia's 
mother.

LESLIE DANA MEDAL 
GIVEN E. Mi. VAN CLEVE 


Award Made Here to New 
Yorker for Work for 
Prevention of Blindness. 


Edward M. Van Cleve of New 
York City, principal of the New 
York Institute for the Education of 
the Blind, received the Leslie Dana 
Gold Medal “for the most out- 
standing work in behalf of the pre- 
vention of blindness,”’ at a. dinner 
at the Missouri School for the 
Blind, 3815 Magnolia avenue, last 
night. 

The medal is awarded annually 
by the St. Louis Society for the 
Blind, co-operating with the Na- 
tional Society for the Prevention of 


Blindness. On seven occasions, in- 
cluding this year, on which the 
medal has been awarded, it has 


gone five times to eminent physi- 
cians. 

It was in recognition of 25 years 
of service to the blind and to the 
movement for the conservation of 
vision on the part of Van Cleve 
that the medal was given to him, 
members of the Committee of 
Award announced. 

Active in Work for Blind. 
Van Cleve, who is 64 years old, 
began his work at the Ohio State 
School for the Blind where he be- 
came superintendent in 1907. Later 
he served as president of the Ohio 
State Commission for the Blind. 

In 1915, he took a leading part 
in the formation of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Blind- 
ness, sponsored by the Russell Sage 
Foundation and became its first 
managing director. He has been 
principal of the New York Institute 
since 1914, is a member of the 
board of trustees of the American 
Printing House for the Blind and 
has been an American representa- 
tive at a number of international 
conferences on work for the blind. 
In his address he called attention 
to the early stages of the movement 
for the prevention of blindness in 
which acts were placed on the 
statute books, but generally ignored 
in enforcement and to the fact that 
physicians were among the first to 
recommend the movement for pre- 
vention. 

“When in 1908, I learned of the 
existence of a law onthe statute 
books of Ohio, put there in 1892, I 
was told by certain opthamologists 
that it had never been taken 
seriously by the profession, that it 
was not meant to be enforced, that 
its purpose was educational mere- 
ly,” Van Cleve said. “Being only a 
layman, accustomed all mzy life 
first to obey the law and then to 
put some laws into effect, this 
struck me as something worse than 
futile, and a condition to be reme- 
died.” 

Praises Miss Schuyler’s Efforts. 
He praised highly the work of 
Miss Louisa Lee Schuyler, “that 
iong time servitor of society,” for 
her efforts as a trusice of the Rus- 
sell Sage Foundation in beginning 
a campaign for the prevention of 
blindness, and called attention to 
other leaders throuzhout the coun- 
try. Until the work was taken up 
by Miss Schuyler, he said that “we 
in Ohio had groped our way toward 
a process of promulgating the gos- 
pel, the good news that blindness 
is not necessarily or usually an 
act of God.” 

Concerning physicians identified 
with the movement, he said, “One 
admires these physicians the better 
he knows them, earnestly striving 
to prevent at the very source the 
making of patients." He told how 
in less than 25 years the routine 
use of prophylaxis in hospitals had” 
become a rule rather than an ex- 
ception, and of great reduction of 
infantile ophthalmiia. 

“It is remarkable what sorts of 
people have become interested in 
the work and worth of the Nation- 
al Soctety,” he said. “And it is be- 
eause the social appeal of help to 
humanity is heard more distinctly 
and in more widely distributed re- 
gions that we dare hope it is to 
become a universally recognized 
cause. To have had any part in 
such a meritorious service rightly 
warms the heart and stirs a par- 
donable pride.” 

The Leslie Dana Medal was 
awarded last year to Dr. George E. 
de Schweinitz of Philadeiphia, for- 
mer president of the American 
Medical Association and an inter- 
nationally known ophthalmologist.

It set forth that Sterling for- 
merly was a stockholder and di- 
rector in the Humble Oil & Re- 
fining Co., that his brother now 
is an executive vice president of 
the company, and that the Gov- 
ernor owes the Humble Oil Co. be- 
tween $400,000 and $1,000,000. 
The charge was made that Brig- 
adier-General Wolters, in com- 
mand of the situation in East 
Texas under Sterling's orders is a 
regularly employed attorney of the 
Texas company. 

For these reasons, the petition 
alleges, the relations of Sterling 
and Wolters to these two com- 
panies are so close and intimate as 
to disqualify them for action and 
judgment in matters relating to oil 
field administration. 

It was alleged that an agree- 
ment, combination and conspiracy 
was entered into to restrict oil pro- 
duction in the East Texas field and 
that this was a violation of the 
anti-trust laws of Texas and of the 
United States.

In substance *the doctor 
explained his views as follows: 

“A splendid physique, marvel- 
ous heart, muscular development 
in proportion to his splendid 
build. He is built to stand al- 
most any physical test. 

“His legs? Well, that’s dif- 
ferent. He has varicose veins in 
both legs. In his right, this is 
shown in the rear, just behind 
the knee. In the left the trou- 
ble is more pronounced. 

“It is my opinion § that this. 
condition will shorten his career.. 
He is young, but I would say 
that four or five years would. 
bring on conditions that would. 
prevent activity to any strenuous. 
degree like boxing. ie 

“Operations to remove this 
condition have bcen only partial- 
ly successful. Even then they 
serve to throw the burden. of 
pressure on some other part of 
the circulatory system which is 
not helpful to athletic strains. 

“Carnera isa big man. He 
must fight to keep down flesh. 
I understand that he has been in 
constant training for months. 
And he will have to continue 
this to stay at a reasonable 
weight. All of which means 
road work and gymnasium ef- 
fort in addition to his fights. I 
would say that it will prove too 
much for him at no distant 
date.”

CITY BROADENS SCOPE 
OF TAX ON GASOLINE 


Aldermen Expect $75,000 a 
Year From Users of Tank 
Car Supplies. 


An ordinance to extend the city 
gasoline tax of % cent a gallon 
to supplies obtained by large con- 
sumers from tank cars was passed 
by the Board of Aldermen yester- 


day. It is expected to increase 
municipal revenue by $75,000 a 
year. ' * 


Another bill, to increase the city 
license fee for passenger automo- 
biles by 50 cents and to make a 
somewhat larger increase for com- 


mercial cars, which was expected 
to swell the revenue by $100,000, 
was sent back to the Legislation 
Committee for further inquiry. 
The board's clerk reported that 
31,979 more 1931 State licenses for 
St. Louis automobiles than city li- 
censes had been issued up to Nov. 
16 and that for all of 1930 the ex- 
cess was 31,659. 

Alderman Lange declared that 
more revenue could be obtained 
by forcing automobile owners now 
evading the city license fee to pay 
at the present rate than by in- 
creasing the rate. Alderman 
Wimer suggested a conference 
with the Chief of Police to ar- 
range for apprehending motorists 
dodging the city fee and those who 
have their residences and busi- 
nesses in St. Louis, but use license 
plates from Illinois and elsewhere. 
Alderman Waldman said the laws 
should be amended to provide that 
State and city licenses must be ob- 
tained at the same time and place. 

The board did not go into rec- 
ords to determine how many auto- 
mobile owners are evading the 
general personal property tax on 
their cars. Last week Alderman 
Eilers had asserted there were 41,- 
000 instances of this. 

Downtown Parking Barred. 

Repeating the practice of recent 
years, the board passed unanimous- 
ly a bill to prohibit parking on 
certain downtown streets. between 
7 a. m. and 6 p. m., during the 
holiday season, from Dec. 1 to 
Jan. 4. Streets affected are Wash- 
ington avenue and Olive and Lo- 
cust streets, between Fourth street 
and Twelfth boulevard, and Sixth 
and Seventh streets, between 
Franklin avenue and Market street. 
The board also passed unanimous- 
ly an ordinance to prohibit park- 
ing except of commercial! vehicles 
loading or unloading in alleys be- 
tween Grand boulevard and Spring 
avenue, from Lindell boulevard to 
Enright avenue. 


The bill to prohibit angle park- 
ing on Delmar boulevard, between 
Clara avenue and Hamilton boule- 
vard, which was up for passage, 
was sent back to the Legislation 
Committee for a public hearing on 
motion of Alderman Waldman, who 
said merchants in the _ distriet 
wanted to protest. There have been 
general complaints that angle park- 
ing congested traffic, but the mer- 
chants believe the practice makes 
it easier for their customers to stop. 

A resolution by President Neun, 
for an investigation of the partial 
failure of the gas street lighting 
system in some sections of the city 
on Nov. 13, was adopted unanim- 
ously. The inquiry will be made 
by the Public Utilities Committee. 
Neun said it should be determ- 
ined whether officials have taken 
steps to prevent a recurrence of the 
situation. The failure was due to 
a disagreement between G. Locke 
Tarlton, who obtained the contract 
for servicing the gas lights recent- 
lv, and the Welsbach Street Light- 
ing Co. of America, which had had 
the servicing for the last 24 years. 
This resulted in removal of 4600 
lamp mantles, but they were re- 
stored last Saturday, under an in- 
junction. 


Inguiry Into Gravois Busses, 

Another investigation will be 
made by the same committee, un- 
dc> a resolution by Alderman Wi- 
mer, passed unanimously. This 
inquiry will be into the type of 
busses to be used by the Public 
Service Co. on widened Gravois 
avenue when the street paving is 
completed next month. Wimmer said 
he had heard wooden vehicles with 
a veneer of steel were to be em- 
ployed, but he thought steel frames 
should be used. Director of Streets 
and Sewers Brooks has been in- 
formed that the contemplated ve- 
hicles would have steel] frames. 

A bill was introduced to place 
emergency vehicles of the Humane 
Society of Missouri in the same 
category with fire apparatus, police 
cars and city ambulances, concern- 
ing use of sirens or bells, fast driv- 
ing and disregarding traffic signals 
when responding to calls. The so- 
ciety feels this authority is neces- 
sary because its men have to hurry 
in cases of cruelty to children, in- 
jured horses and mad dogs. It op- 
erates the only horse ambulance 
here. 

The board's Special Transporta- 
tion Committee will meet at 2 p. 
m. next Wednesday. The board 
will omit next Friday’s session, con- 
vening again on Dec. 4.

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BANKER SEEKS WRIT 
TQ BAR SENTENCING 


Former Cashier at Aurora, 
Mo., Says Legislature Repealed 
Law Covering Offense.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov.” 21.— 
Attorneys for M. T. Easley of Au- 
rora, former cashier of the defunct 
Bank of Aurora, who is awaiting 


sentence in Barry County Circuit 
Court on a charge of assenting to 
receiving deposits when he knew 
the bank was insolvent, filed an 
application in Supreme Court late 
yesterday for a writ of prohibition, 
to prevent the imposing of sen- 
tence, on the ground that the 1931 
Legislature repealed the law cov- 
ering the offense. 

The Supreme Court notified 
Judge Emory E. Smith of Monett, 
before whom the case is pending, 
to take no action until the Court 
finally dispoges of the application 
for writ. Judge Smith had indi- 
cated he would take up the matter 
of Easley’s sentence under his plea 
of guilty, on Monday, 

The Legislature repealed the act 
making it a felony for the officers 
or directors of a bank to assent to 
receiving deposits when they knew 
the bank was in an insolvent or 
failing condition. The Governor 
approved the measure May 14, but 
the repeal did not become effective 
until Sept. 14. 


Pleaded Gnuilty in July. 

Easley pleaded guilty July 14, 
after the case had been removed 
from « Lawrence County Circuit 
Court to Barry County Circuit 
Court, on a change of venue. Sen- 
tence was deferred by Judge Smith 
until the November term of court, 
pending settlement of some of the 
affairs of the defunct bank, which 
closed June 13, 1930. 

Easley’s attorneys contend in the 
application that Judge Smith is 
without jurisdiction to impose sen- 
tence, since the repeal of the law 
abolished the offense and it no 
longer was a crime. It was con- 
tended there now was no penalty 
and the Judge would have no 
power to impose a penitentiary sen- 
tence, as provided for a felony on 
a charge for which no. statutory 
penalty now existed. 

It is contended in the application 
that Judge Smith proposes to pro- 
cecd, in sentencing Easley, under 
Section 4468, revised statues of 
1929, which covers the procedure 
in cases where a criminal statute 
had been amended or repealed.

Raynaud's Disease 
HIS disease, nained after its dis- 
T coverer. is a rare condition us- 
ually affécting the extremities 
but occasionslly involving internal 
organs and structures. 
Its cause is unknown, but the 
condition apparently results from 
spasmodic contractions of the 


smaller blood vessels, which inter- 


fere with the flow of blood to the 
part affected. : 

There are various degrees in this 
disease. The mild forms resemble 


chilblains. In its severe form the 
disease is very painful and may 


lead to.the death and destruction 
of the affected parts. 
Damp and cold weather appears 


to favor the occurrence of the dis- 


ease, and the onset on an attack. 

A common form of history given 
by the patient is that he or she, 
more cOmmonly the latter, for the 
disease is twice as common among 


women, suffered from chilbleins 
as a child. 


At about the age of 20 or 25 the 
patient developed “beef steak” 
hands. : 

‘There are periods when follow- 
ing worry or ill health, the patient 
begins to fecl pains in the fingers, 
or else a numbness and tingling 
sensation. The fingers are white 
and cold. 

This condition may persist for 
an hour or more, and then the af- 
fected parts become red and hot. 
The condition may tend to dis- 
appear and the fingers turn normal 
again, or it may go on to the more 
severe forms of the disease. 

The mild forms of this disease 


-|may be effectively treated by rest, 
®| warmth and gentle massage. Its
